W. B. Smith, brother of Police 


Court Judge Mortimer Smith, re- 
turned from Guam Thursday on 
the 
U. S. Transport Solace. 


Smith has been private secre- 
tary to Military Governor Schroe- 


cier of Guam, who holds the rank 
of Commander in the Navy. When 
seen at the home of his mother, 
683 Sycamore street today, by 
a TRIBUNE reporter Mr. Smith 
had the following to say: 
, 


"'Governor Schroeder's acts as 
Military Governor of Guam will 
be the subject of Congressional 
investigation. 
In ali probability 


I will be called as a witness. It 
would be impossibfe for me 
to 


talk concerning facts which first 
should be brought to light before 
the Congressional Committee on 
Naval Affairs. 
If I were at lib- 


erty to talk 1 could fill'a newspa- 
per with an account of the mal- 
administration 
of 
Governor 


Schroeder. 


"He is of German extraction, 


coming from South Carolina. He 
entertains peculiar ideas in re- 
gard to the proper place of a 
civilian and still more peculiar 
idea sof the rights of an enlisted 
soldier. 
A soldier in his opinion 


is a cur whom every officer 
' should spurn, beat and abuse. 


During the three months I acted 
as his secretary, there were 70 
summary court martials of nn- 
listed men and 12 general court 
martials making a tital of 82 men 
out of 150 marines who were 
confined, starved and overwork- 
ed beneath the fierce beating of 
a tropical sun. 


"In fact the treatment of the 


men was so brutal that it caused 


a mutiny. 
The men to escape 


the persecutions and merciless 
punishment were forced to fly to 
the barren foot-hills, 
without 


food or shelter, returning only 
when starvation, and 
hunger 


compelled them. 


"While the treatment of the 


private soldier meted out by Gov- 
ernor Schroeder almost surpas- 
ses belief, his inhumanity extend- 
ed to civilians as well. To illus- 
trate, the government has an ice 
factory there which turns out 
thousands of tons of ice per day. 
Yet a civilian clerk cannot obtain 
ice, which is almost a necessity, 
for love or money. He can steal, 
but a fever-stricken patient has 
not the opportunity of stealing. 
A thousand pounds of ice a day 
are thrown away, yet a civilian 
cannot obtain one pound of it. 


"Clerks 
generally last from 


two 
to three 
weeks 
under 


Schroeder, when they take the 
first vessel leaving port in any 
direction. 


"Governor Schroeder refused 


transportation to civilians, al- 
though their appointments called 
for it. 
Appointees of Congress- 


men coming from 
prominent 


families, were forced to stow- 
away like ordinary castaways, 
enduring all the hardships and 
privations of the penniless out- 
cast, who has the misfortune to 
stow-away. I could tell you 
much, but I am not at liberty to 
divulge certain facts which are 
much stronger than 
anything 


which has appeared in print or 
has been told."-- 


Smith was appointed through 


the influence of Congressman 
Metcalf, but states he is hearti- 
ly glad to get back"to America 
again.

KAt,ISPET,L, Mont., Aug. 31.—Thir- 


ty-six lives wre lost and thirteen per- 
sons -were injured in .the- wreck of ithe 
Great Northern passenger train No. S 
at Nyack, thirty miles west of Kali- 
spell. Xone of the passengers were in- 
jured, the .fatalities 'having ibeen cc-n- 
firied to employes of. ;the Railroad Com- 
pany . 


The wreck \vas caused by the Ibreak- 


ins in two' of a. ifreig-ht train on the 
steep grade of a Rocky -llounlaiii foot- 
hill. The (rear end of the -freight tore 
loose from the head end, dashing back- 
ward down the mountaiin, and crashed 
into 'the rear end -of the passenger train, 
which was just pulling out of ithe sta- 
tion at Nyack; The car attached to 
the rear end cf the passenger was the 
priva-te coach of Superintendent Downs. 
He and his son, Kirk, and their co<ok, 
Henry Blair, jwere -Instantly killed. Tin- 
car ^just 
ahead contained forty-six 


Scandinavian laborers, en route from 
DuHi'th, Minnesota, to Jennings, Mon- 
tana. They were

ers also were cremated. The third from,

The firo co.retinued 
to 'spread -through the mass of debris-, 
cau-sed by the destruction of the dozen 
or more freight cars, and their con- 
signments of valuable freight.

cars from 'the rear and the balance was 
drawn 
to 
a safe distance ifrom the' 


(ire. 


All 
telegraph 
wires

and communication was tfhus cut off a 
few minutes after the collision.

time suspended while the wreck and 
train crews endeavored to rescue th*? 
bodies of the killed and wounded and 
clear up it-he debris.

Does riot Like the Idea of Chang- 


ing Names of Thor- 


oughfares. 


Editor Tribune: My home for nearly 


forty consecutive years has 
fronted 


upon "Teleg-ruph avenue," an v,-e now 
know it—though it was"once called "the 
Telegraph road/' and during that time, 
as boy and man, I have travelled over 
Its pavements, such as they have been, 
rather more than fifty thousand miles! 
May I not, then, consider myself as 
somewhat -"identified," as the phrase 
goes, with that thoroughfare a.nd en- 
titled to be heard when is mooted, as 
at present, the question of renaming 
it? 


The chance-given name, "Telegraph 


avenue" is, it must be conceded so 
lacking in distinctive quality that, as 
applied to a city street, it is scarcely a 
"name" at all. It 
conveys about as 


little of the sense of particular identity 
as the name Hugh Jones is said to do 
in Wales; 
and 
the 
temptation 
to 


change it is doubtless strong in every- 
one who feels that a street bears a sort 
of personality, of which it imparts an 
evasive something-, not only to the 
dwelling places among which it leads, 
but to the dwellers themselves therein. 


I am far from being an admirer of 


the French fashion of renaming streets 
and public places to suit the political 
complexion of the hour: in commemor- 
ation of. passing events; or in honor of 
new, popular 
heroes. 
These 
United 


States are even now suffering from the 
first fruits of a similar fad. 
Since the 


war with Spain our cities and towns 
have been Hobson-ized, Shufter-ated. 
and he-Dewey-ed, ad nauseam; 
nor 


has our own fair city escaped the gen- 
eral infliction. 
One 
cannot 
turn 
a 


corner out in my neighborhood with- 
out encountering some "hero" or other 
of .our recent 
skirmish; 
while the 


former distinctive names of the cross- 
town streets have all been swept away 
at one fell swoop, to be replaced by 
a labyrinthine jumble of disconnected 
numerals. 
That Telegraph avenue did 


not get a new name at the same time 
gives cause for-joy as well as wonder: 
for it would have been called, if not 
for Rt-osevelt, surely for Schley or San- 
tiago! 
i 


But streets, like mountains and riv- 


ers, ought to 
be 
considered as geo- 


graphical features, to be appropriately 
named once and for ail time, as well 
for the convenience of contemporary 
humanity, as that men of future ages 
may find the 
precise landmarks 
by 


which to trace the course 
of civil. 


events, or, it may be, of larger matters 
of history. 


It is unfortunate that streets, like 


people, should require names in theit 
infancy, before 
the 
character which 


they are to bear or the prominence to 
which they are to 
attain can be so 


gauged as to guide their sponsors to 
the selection of titles to fit their des- 
tined individualities. Many 
a 
thor- 


oughfare, great and grand 
to 
those 


who have seen and traversed It. cuts 
but a shabby ngure in the mental view 
of a stranger who knows it only by 
its name; vice ven.a, many a narrow, 
dingy 
passage 
.has 
been carelessly 


granted a designation whose resonant 
syllables inspire respect, and ideas of 
magnitude and beauty. In illustration, 
it is not Market, but 
Montgomery 


street 
that is imagined by most 


strangers to San Francisco (certainly 
by nearly all Europeans 
who have 


heard of, but not seen the city), to bo 
the chief thoroughfare of the Western 
metropolis. 
Those 
who reside on 


Northumberland avenue are naturally 
the social superiors of those, who live 
in Petticoat Lane. 


It is seldom, indeed, that the cluty 


of naming a wall-grown adult street or 
avenue falls legitimately upon the peo- 
ple of the community. 
And when it 


does they ought for their own credit 
to proceed with as much circumspec- 
tion as does the Court wnlch has the. 
power, upon good cause shown, 
to 


grant a new name to an adult citizen. 
With mare, for it is left to -their own 
judgment to choose the name, and 
they should select one so suitable and 
so durable 
that 
the 
temptation to 


change it again may never arise. What 
is or is not suitable is of course a mat- 
ter of taste; but taste, or what is call- 
ed "good taste," has its criteria and its 
limitations and can bn reasonably well 
predicted from the circumstances. 


In the present instance we have be- 


fore us a great, broad 
thoroughfare, 


miles in length and destined to be one 
of the great arteries of s. great city: 
of a city which -will invite and recip- 
rocate the commerce of all lands and 
peoples, and 
whose 
name and 
the 


names and the names of -whose prln- 
names of whose principal thorough- 
fares will become known even famil- 
iarly, in every important mart and 
seaport of the world. But this thor- 
oughfare will be more than a highway 
of traffic. It will also become a classic 
avenue by which students and men of 
science will pass to and from one of 
the world'n greatest seats of learning. 
It will become a feature of the city 
of which the citizens will be proud. 
Therefore if we would truly rlsu to the 
occasion we have a complex problem 
to solve. We need to find a name that 
will be at once familiar enough, dig- 
nified enough, significant enough and 
euphonious enough to be recognized 
even by far away outla'nders, as the 
name of such a street as we have de- 
scribed, l" say ithat we need to flnd 
such a. name, but we need not for 
already found.

It has been conclusively proved 
that the atmospheric effect of the fel- 
ling of forests is to cause less rain and 


dew. 
so if the fountain-heads of our 


streams and water supplies are to be 
dried up in this manner, most damag- 
ing results are bound to come not onl 
to that particular section, but to 
the 


countryside in general. 


This is the way out of the difficulty 


as shown by those who have studied 
the subject: The absolute prohibition 
of grazing except within fenced areas,

Auditor Breed states that the law on 


the subject is that where taxes have 
been paid under an illegal ordinance,

In this event the City will not lose 


many dollars, as 
Chief Clerk E. S. 


Finch of the Treasurer's office states 
that not over a half-a-dozen merchants 
or business men made a protest at the 
time on the payment of the tax. If the 
opinion of Auditor Breed holds good, 
the City does not stand to lose more 
than $2-1 at the most by the decision of 
Judge Smith.

To be sick and in prison is a condi- 


tion of woe, calling for human compas- 
sion; but to be penniless and in prison, 
believe me, who have endured 
both 


states, is far worse., This worse state 
•was mine during the long- clays and 
•the longer nights while I awaited trial 
in jail: but not a whit of compassion 
did I experience save from my own 
poor self. Of this, no doubt, there was 
an abundance: but from the detective 
•who brought me down and the jailor 


• -who held me. to the. lowest hobo among 


my associates, I met with nothing but 
comompt and dislike. 


It was my aristocratic bearing that 


did it; a splendid accessory to a. daring 
Imposition, but mere huckram and 
tinsel that should be cast aside when 
the actor leaves the stage and faces 
the evils of life, sas's an extract from 
the notebook of Gentleman George In 
the New York Sun. An air of supe- 
riority is all 
very well if 
properly 


backed: but when you have the ap- 
pearance, which must needs be hate- 
ful, without the means to enforce re- 
spect, then any such assumption is 
resented as a double indignity. 
My 


bearing naturally enough, aroused ex- 
pectation vit the aii. The keepers look- 
ed for tips, the prisoners for gratu- 
ities (and the odds and ends of high- 
living. 
Hence, when rumor Hew that 


3 had not one cent in the office, a uni- 
versal snarl arose, and none was so 
poor as to do my honor. 


I don't say that I myself was not 


much to blame for the abuse I re- 
ceived. There is a mental and physical 
paralysis that acliets a luxury 
lover

suddenly deprived of 
money, which 


tenders him obnoxious. Had I but un- 
bent to individuals while maintaining 
my station generally, had I but drop- 
ped a jest here or a kind word there, I 
would have been repaid a hundred-fold 
for I truly believe that there are no 
persons so quick to gratitude, so ap-, 
preciative of an expression of equality, 
which they themselves would be the 
first to deny if only you were so good 
as to assert ft, as that heterogeneous 
collection of the vicious and unfortun- 
ate with all the numberless shades and 
blends of either or both known as the 
criminal classes. 


Experience Failed to Teach. 


But, thus far. I had not been taught 


by experience to '"bow my 
crested 


head and tame my heart of fire" 
in 


time of trouble. When Smithers and I 
were together the more hardpressed 
we became the more arrogant and dic- 
tatorial I grew. His had been the task 
to stimulate me, as it were, for an ad- 
venture, by • the application of ready 
money; when feeling that gentle, as- 
suring pressure in my waistcoat pock- 
et, 
I

But. alas, there was no Smithers 'to

With 
every success came a4 surer sense of 
immunity. Detection and punishment

were the unkempt beard, the mussed 
clothing, the uncleanliness -which were 
their doom'. Now, these evidences of 
failure were mine; while over me low- 
ered the incredible, the impossible, a 
term of penal servitude. 


I had, indeed, 
sometimes 
pictured 


myself on trial, and a highly attract- 
ive scene I had imagined, as scrupu- 
lously groomed, 
fashionably attired 


and attended by the shrewdest lawyers, 
I appeared 
before the court.

Crispi. the last of 
-the 


great leaders of the Italian revolution 
to pass from the stage, was not the 
first person who both made history and 
married his laundress. A 
laundress 


flourished at the court of the first Na- 
poleon, -and the woman of the wash- 


"'tub has figured not 
infrequently .in 


continental 
politics. The 
loves 
of 


Crispi were as 
romantic as his 
life 


story. They made and marred him. 
They began in the little village of Ui- 
iiera, in Sicily, where he was born, as 
picturesquely as his- public career be- 
gan. Crispi 
disappointed his family 


Irom the first. Their hopes lay in a 
magistracy for him. and his decision 
was to become an advocate. 


At IS he sought to make a marriage 


v i t h a young woman of his own mid- 
dle class station. It is said he entered 
no very serious objection. Indeed, he 
thuxighi very little about it. Marriage 
was not, then, to the 
warm-blooded 


Sicilian, a very important step. Most 
young men of his acquaintance mar- 
ried between the nges ot IB and 20, and 
he was quite indifferent to the selec- 
tion made for hint. He did not doubt 
the wisdom of his parents' choice. 


Being sent to the University of Pal- 


.ermo, however. Grispi shattered family 
plans without a thought. For in Pal- 
ermo he met his first love, Rosina Sci- 
arra, 
a 
beautiful 
girl of 
14, the 


daughter of a. widow who had 
three 


other daughters and a son. Crispi 
might have selected any one of the sis- 
ters of ilosina as the -object of his af- 
fection, for they were equally pretty,

Crispi prompt- 
ly borrowed a horse and_set_out for 
Palermo. ~ The" horse proved to be a 
fortunate possession. He sold it to a 
man in Palermo and -the small 
sum 


aided him in nursing Rosina and her 
remaining sister back to life. 


He went home a year later, accom- 


panied by Rosina, now his wife, and 
her sister. The Crispi household bow- 
ed to the 
inevitable and forgiveness 


was forthcoming, whereupon the three 
went -to Ribera. The next news was of 
Rosina's death, and Crispi sought the 
hand of her sister. Instead of accept- 
ing him she entered a. convent. 
She 


survived' him, and is at present in her 
retreat. During his years of political 
intrigue she was his well wisher. 


Ar 20 Crispi came threateningly 'to 


the front of the official class to which 
he had belonged by his opposition of 
one of the King's arbitrary taxes. Sic- 
ily was then still seething with 
the 


revolution of the decade before. Crispi 
wrote and talked. Small, agile, under- 
sized, as described by a writer of the 
time, he became known to all the coun-

The 'revelation forced him to 
retire from, icublic life four years ago, al- 
though -he faced his accusers and 'In a 
speech of fire was able to show that -his 
heart had been In the right placs if his 
hands had not, so far -as Italy was con- 
cerned. The rurm>rs ot' ^'Mme. Criapi's 
part -were never substantiated. Crispi's 
speech had stopped -the spread of scan- 
dal in 'her direction. 


The fast wife of Crispi was "officially", 


the cousin of Queen M<arg-herlta, and be- 
fore the 'last crash enjoyed nrany royal 
privileges, being entitled to remain seat- 
ed in the .royal presence and to be pub- 
licly saluted with a kiss from her maj- 
esty. She surrounded herself with -all the 


notables of Italy, and her receptions were' 
attended by the m-ost distinguished people 
in t'r.e kingdom.. 


She c.id not. 'however, come securely 


into royal favor 
without a great ef-' 


fort. 
Crispi had -contracted -marriage 


with her,_-ignoring .the second-wife. One- 
day an Italian -newisijaper published, 
without comment, a document that at- 
tracted attention all over Italy. It -was- 
-an allered copy of the marriage certifi- 
cate cf /the fftajtosman to Rosalie Mont- 
masson, and it -appeared th-at he 'had been 
regularly and leg-ally imarnied to a woman 
who was -still living on a pension from ^ 
him at Maita. 
The scandal shook the^ * 


kingdom, -and although Crispi denounced 
the story as a slander it -had Us effect. 


The Queen refused ifo appear at a.ny re- 


ception or ceremony he attended. He was 
then president of ithe Chamber of Depu- 
ties and Minister of the Interior. The 
breach became so -great th<at -he resigned 
his portfolio. On being taxed -with big- 
amy Crispi explained th-at he thought 
whan he married Rosalie she became his 
legal wife but -that after she developed 
bad habits a friend had told him to his 
"extreme surprise" thajt the marriage was 
illegal, halving taken -place in Paris and 
was not, therefore, -an "Italian marriage." 
"Upon «tliis Crispi's enemies pointed out 
.that he was one of the best -lawyers In 
Italy. 


The subsequent death of the second 


wife somewhat relieved the situation, al- 
though the Queen -had frowned on his in- 
genious "explanation." The statesman's 
power In Lt'aly became 'greater and in 
spite o:f the royal -hostility 
i~j& became 


president of the Council and Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. 
The new nvlfe worked 


indeifatigably for recognition. The crisis 
came when Crisp! was invited to a state 
dinner, his'wife being (ignored. It is said 
he ^ent straig-ht to the pal-ac« and spoke 
as follows to the chamberlain: 


"Tell her majesty -that if, by this even- 


ing, Mme. Crispi Js not -treated Hke tha 
wives of the other Ministers, the republic, 
will be proclaimed in Italy within twen- 
ty-four hours."
